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DETAILED ACTION 
Claims 

1 . In applicant's amendment filed March 6, 2006, it is noted that amended claims 1- 
18 do not correspond to applicant's originally filed claims 1-18. However, amended 
claims 1-18 do correspond to original claims 1-18 in parent application 10/359,018. 
Therefore the current amendment does not contain new matter. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-18 in the reply filed on March 6, 
2006 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
McDonald et al (US Patent 4,129,91 1) in view of Davis (US Patent 4,062,71 1). 

McDonald discloses a surfboard 10 with lower body 16, cavity 18 and insert 20. 
Coating 26 is applied over the insert 20 to seal the materials. However, McDonald does 
not discloses cutting the insert and aperture and laminating the sheet materials to the 
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core structure in the manner claimed by the applicant. Regarding this difference, the 
applicant is directed to the reference of Davis. 

Davis discloses a method of forming a laminate with a permanent indicia pattern. 
As shown in Figs. 6-1 1, flat members 160 are placed in depression 125 of mat 112. Die 
120 then laminates the materials to form structure 124. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to employ a 
laminating system, as taught by Davis, in the surfboard of McDonald in order to provide 
a desirable decorative pattern to the surfboard. In addition, without the disclosure of 
unexpected results, it is the examiner's position that the specific insert/aperture pattern 
and the materials used are well known and conventional in the art and would have been 
obvious to employ in the above-described method based on the desired decorative 
pattern to be created.
